REMARKS 

Claims 1 to 3, 5 to 7, 9 to 15, 17 to 19, and 21 to 26 are in the application, 
with Claims 1, 7, 13, 19, 25, and 26 being independent. Claims 1, 2, 6, 7, 9, 10, 12 to 14, 
18, 19, 21, 22, and 24 to 26 have been amended herein. Reconsideration and further 
examination are respectfully requested. 

Claims 1 to 3, 5 to 7, 9 to 15, 17 to 19, and 21 to 26 stand rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, for lack of written description. These claims also stand 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101, as being directed to non-statutory subject matter. The 
rejections are respectfully traversed. 

Applicant wishes to thank the Examiner for the courtesies extended to 
Applicant's undersigned representative during the personal interview conducted on March 
8, 2007. During the interview, the Examiner tentatively indicated that she would be 
inclined to withdraw the outstanding rejections if the claims were amended as set forth 
above. 

In this regard, with respect to amended Claims 1, 7, 25, and 26, Applicant 
respectfully submits that the feature of outputting data elements in a target area within a 
document is supported, inter alia, at page 1, line 1 1 to page 3, line 5, and by Fig. 4 of the 
instant application. With respect to amended Claims 13 and 19, Applicant respectfully 
submits that the feature of a printer or display for printing/displaying the data elements is 
supported, inter alia, by Fig. 13 of the instant application. 
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In view of the foregoing, the application is believed to be in condition for 
allowance, and a Notice of Allowance is respectfully requested.
